S.R.O. 26®, dated 16th July 1957.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section 2 of section 81 of the Indian Navy (Discipline) Act, 1934 (34 of 1934), the 
Central government, hereby makes the following amendments in the Naval 
Detention Quarters Rules, 1954. namely: — 

In the said Rules — 

(1) in' rule 7, the words “Naval Discipline Act as set forth in the” shall be 
omitted; 

(2) in* rule 9 

(a) after the word “duty” the words “or any member of the staff authorised 

in this behalf by the Captain", shall be inserted, and 

(b) after the word “officers” the words “and staff” shall be inserted; 

(3) In rule 19, for the words “Commander-in-Chief, Indian Navy” the words 
“Chief of the Naval Staff” shall be substituted; 

(4) to rule 26, the following proviso shaiJ be added, namely: — 

“provided that powers of punishment in respect of men under sentence 
shall be exercisable only as hereinafter provided”; 

(5) in rule 79, for the word “hous” the word “hours” shall be substituted; 

(6) in rule 103, for the word “carefully” the word “carefully” shall be 
substituted; 

(7) in rule 112, for the word “Capital” the word “Captain” shall be 'ubsLi- 
tuted; 

(8) m rule 150, for the word “men" the word “man” shall be substituted, 

(9) In rules 179 and 180, for the words “Director of Medical Services, fndian 
Navy” wherever they occur, the words "Director of Medical Services tN.ivv)” 
shall be substituted; 

(10) for rule 182, the following rule shall be substituted, namely. — 

“182. All men who are sent to Detention Quarters shall be. borne on the 
books of I.N.S. ANGRE for discipline and kept in the Detention 
Quarters for sentence only and shall on release be. discharged to 
I.N.S. ANGRE even though it is intended that they shall return to 
their original Ships or Establishments”;

(11) in rules 197 and 191, for the letters “I.N.” wherever th«y occur, the word 
“Naval" shall be substituted; 

(12) in rule 202, for the figures “122” the figures “112" shall be substituted; 

(13) in rule 207, after the first sentence, the. following sentence shall be 
inserted, namely;. — 

“They will be required to clean their lavatories and wash basins and also to 
clean their chamber pots if used during the night"; 

(14) in clause (a) of rule 209, for the word “state” the word “stage” shall be 
substituted; 

(15) in rule 211, for the words “Idustrial” and “Commander-in-Chief” tire 
words “industrial” and “Chief of the Naval Staff” shall respectively be substituted; 

(16) in rule 213, the following sentence shall be added at the end, namely: — 

“It shall, however, be open to the Captain at any time after having regard 
to the lack of skill of the man under sentence to employ him in the 
work of picking 4 lbs. of sisal and on cleanship duties”; 

(17) in rule 214, the following sentence shall be added at the end, namely: — 

"The Captain shall have the discretion to substitute for industrial work 
the work of picking sisal not exceeding 6 lbs.”; 

(18) in rule 215, for the word “chief", the word “Chief” shall be substituted; 

(19) in rule 217, 

(a) for the words “once weekly” the words and figures "in accordance with 

rules 248 to 251” shall be substituted, and 

(b) for the words and figures “for 20 minutes” the words and figures "as 

provided in rules 248 to 251” shall be substituted; 

(20) in rule 218, for the word “latter” the word “letter” shall be substituted; 

(21) in rule 236, for the words “bread of” the words “bread or” shall be 
substituted; 

(22) m rule 247, for the figures “244” the figures ”224” shall be substituted; 

(23) in clause (e) of rule 248, clause (e) of rule 249, clause (e) of rule 260 
and clause (e) of rule 251, the words “receive and” shall be omitted; 

• (24) in rule 254, for the words “one third” the words “one sixth” shall be 
substituted; 

(25) in rule 269, for the word “tied” the word “tea” shall be substituted; 

(26) in Appendix III: 

(a) for the letters “I.N.” 'the word “Naval” shall be substituted, and 

(b) for the words and figures “Article 88 of the Rules and Regulations of 

the Indian Naval Detention Quarters” the words and figures “rule 85 
of the Naval Detention Quarters Rules, 1954” shall be substituted; 

(27) Appendices V and VI shall be omitted.
